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SUBJECT attack on Government by Pro-Phibul Elements 


1. An attempted attack on the present goverment was made by members 
of the Budget Committee of the House of Elders in a memorandum 
attached to the report of the committee, Three members of the 
committee, Lt. Gen. Mangkorn Promyothi, Major Savek Nirandorn 
and Group Cept. Thien Kenradomying were all former Pollcwers of 
Marshal Plbul Songgram. The Secretary of the comnittes who helped 
draft, the scathing memorandum was Nai Aroon Saengsawan Vatana, 
AsatetanttSécretary of the Constitutional Front Party. Chairman 
of the vommittee, Dr. Thong Pleo Cholaplum and the Minister of - 
Finance, Wichit Lulithanon, another member, did not vote for the 
memorandum to the budzet report. 


2. The memorandum was a six-point attack on the present government. 
Administratively it proposed the dissolution of the Miniatrias 
of Conmerce and Public Health, their work to be taken over by 
the Departments of Finance and Interior. The memorandum charged 
that government offices wore greatly overstaffed and budgets were 
padded, Further, 1t charged an excessive mumber of missions had 
been sent abroad and attacked the low caliber of students sent 
abroad,
